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THE “KING” FAMILY HERALDRY. 


With a Brier History oF THE ORIGIN OF THE FAMILIES OF THIS 
Name in Otp axp New EncGianp ENTITLED TO 
Bear Coat-ARmor.

It has long been a popular fallacy that families of like 
name, bearing approximately the same coats-of-arms, slightly 
differenced, must necessarily be closely related, and that no 
matter how wide apart their county localities they are all 
descended from the same ancestor. It is well established, 
however, that similarity of surname invariably influenced the 
adoption of similar arms, and the early heraldic grants in Many 
cases allotted arms containing the general family symbols to 
families of a common name, but without the slightest bond of 
relationship. An excellent example of this system is found 
among the various * King” families, which almost all bear arms 
with the heraldic symbols of the escallop shell, the cross-crosslet, 
the lion rampant, and the ducal coronet, and crests of the heads 
of the lion, the talbot. the ostrich, and the dragon or griffin, and 
of a cubit arm or hand, grasping a dagger, a broken spear ora 
baton. 

An attempt will be made to locate the earliest armor-bearing 
King families in England, place them into heraldic groups of 
similar heraldic symbols and designs, trace out briefly the 
pedigrees of the original ancestors, and indicate authoritatively 
those families in New England whose English ancestry can be 
traced and which have an undisputed right to use coat-armor. 

The earliest known seal used by one of the King name is that 
of “Alice Kynge, wife of John Kynge, of Whitton 23d. Edward,” 
i. ¢. 1350. This seal is found in a collection of ancient Suffolk 
Seals, preserved in the Ipswich Museum, Ipswich, Suffolk, 
England. 

The next use of a seal is traced into Devonshire, where in 
1389, one Rogerus kynge, of Dodebroke, a small village about 
eight miles from the Parish Church of Ugborough, Co. Devon, 
conveyed to John Sormound a building and lands situated “at 
Redpitte, near the font of St. Thomas the Martyr in the burg of 
Dedebroke.” The parchment deed is sealed with a seal of red 
wax about one inch in breadth bearing an impression of what 
appears to be a tree, with separate branches on each side rising 
up from the ground. Neither of these seals, however, indicate 
any heraldic design or source. 

The first authentic coat-of-arms to be borne by any of the 
King name was that attributed to Oliver King, Bishop of Bath 
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and Wells, who flourished 1435-1503. The arms as given in 
Papworth’s Ordinary are “Argent, a fesse engr, between two 
crowns, sab/e'' (see Plate IV, No. 1) and “Quarterly per chevron 
azure and urgent three lions rampant, those in chief combattant, 
countercharged.” The arms, however, as depicted on the screen 
of the chantry chapel are “Or, a fesse between two ducal coronets, 
sable,” which Papworth gives as “ King of London.” 

Oliver King was of London, the son of “* Edward Kynge;” was 
elected from Eton to Kings College, Oxford, in 1449, and became 
Proctor of the University in 1459. He was master of the hospital 
of St. John Baptist, Dorchester, from 1474-1477, became Secretary 
to Edward, Prince of Wales, son of Henry VI, and on 8 March, 
1475-6, being then described as master of the seven liberal arts 
and licentiate of laws, was constituted by Edward IV his prin- 
cipal secretary for the French tongue. He subsequently became 
Secretary of State and filled this office for-many years success- 
fully, with the exception of the reign of Richard III. He also 
from time to time was employed in various embassies. From 
1479-S0 he was preferred to the prebend of Botevant in the 
church ci York, where he seems to em exchanged from that of 
Fridaythorpe in the same church in February, 1487-8. He also 
held the prebend of Eigne in the church of Hereford, which he 
resigned in 1480. On 30 October of that year he was granted a 
canonv of Windsor and about the same'time constituted Registrar 
of the Order of the Garter. He was collated to the Archdeacony 
of Oxford on 17 April, 1482, became prebend of Rugmere, in 
the Church of St, Paul, on 2 Mav, 1487, and Archdeacon of 
Berkshire on 28 September, 1487. About this time he pro- 
ceeded to the degree of LL.D. On 12 July, i490, he was 
installed Archdeacon of Taunton, and on the 23 March following, 
Deacon of Hereford, but resigned that preferment on 27th June, 
1491. He was made Bishop of Exeter by papal provision on 1st 
October, 1492, and was translated to the See of Bath and Wells, 
Somersetsbire, in 1485. He died during August or September, 
1503, his will being proved 24 October, 1503 (P. C. C. 31 Blamyr), 
and he is supposed to have been buried at Windsor in a smail 
chantry chapel with a Latin inscription to his memory, near 
which are portraits of Edward, Prince of Wales; Edward IV; 
Edward V, and Henry VII. Bishop King pulled down the 
ancient Abbey Church at Bath and commenced the present 
structure, which, although finished in a later age, may be re- 
gece as a splendid monument of his taste and munificence. 

Wing to the early date in which he lived no grant to him of his 
arms has ever been discovered and being a Catholic prelate he 
had no issue. There is some indication, however, that his family 
name was continued by uncles or brothers, who gave other sons 
to the service of Church and State. 

The first recorded grant of arms was that given to Robert 
Kinge of Co. Somerset, one of the Gentleman Ushers to the Kin 
and Queen, by Sir G. Dethick, Garter, 15 April, 2d and 3d Philip 
and Mary (1556), viz.: 

Arms: “Sadie, on a chevron argent between three crosses 
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pattee’ fitchee’, ov, as many escallops, gu/es; on a chief of the third, 
a dragon's head and wings, gules, between two battle axes, azure.” 

Crest: “A cubit arm erect, vested bendy wavy, 9%, and 
purple, cuff, argent—the hand proper grasping 4 broken baton, 
sable, tipped argent.” (See Plate iL) 

This coat-of-arms, containing the crosses pattee fitchee’ and 
the escallop shells, with the dragon's head and wings and battle 
axes, was clearly made up from earlier coat-armor borne by 
some unknown king family. 

It will be noted that almost every King family following 

bears some one or more of these symbols in their respective 
coats-of-arms, so that the ancestry of this Robert Kinge of 
Somerset (as yet untraced) should develop facts of great interest 
to the heraldic scholar. 
_ The crest granted him is similar to that of King of London, 
in a grant by Camden 1591 re Plate II), and also to that of 
the Earls of Lovelace and King of Pyrland Hall, Somerset. 
(Originally of North Petherton.) 

The Visitation of London of 1568 gives to a © Sir” John 
Kinge of London the following: 

Arms: “Sad/e, a lion passant, o7, a label of three points, argent.” 

Crest: “On a ducal coronet, a lion rampant, 97, holding in 
his paw a lance, argeuf—on the point thereof a annulet, or.” 
(See Plate 1V, No. 2.) 

This armiger was undoubtedly a priest—the word “ Sir 
being frequently prefixed to the name of one in holy orders—for 
neither Metcalf nor Le Neve in their Histories of the Knights 
gives a Sir John King, Knight, flourishing at this period. 

Nothing more has been learned of him nor do these arms 
appear later in English Heraldic history. 

After 1575 the grants become more numerous, and pedigrees 
of armor-bearing Kings commence to appear in the various 
County Visitations. 

One of the earliest and most interesting of the ancient “ King” 
records will be found in a MSS. Volume of Coats-of-Arms, bear- 
ing the autograph and book plate of John Fenn, 1771, 20w 
preserved in the Guildhall Library in London. In this volume is 
inserted a printed card of invitation, reading as follows: 

“A General Meeting of the Surname of KING being 
Appointed to be Held at Mr, John a at the Rusuner 
Tavern in White-Chappel, London, on aturday the 29th. 
of this Instant, Afay 1703, being the Anniversary in 
Memory of the happy Restoration of KING CHARLES 
the 2nd. and the ROYAL Family. You are earnestly 
desired to be there by Twelve of the clock precisely, by 
your most humble Servants 

Robert King, Gent. 
James King, Herald Painter. Stewards. 
John King, Vintner. 

Pay for the Ticket 2s 6d and bring it for your 

Admittance.” 
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Surrounding the card as a border are drawings of the follow- 
ing coats-of-arms, with letterings to indicate the colors, viz 
The Royal Arms; Arms of King of Bromley, Co. Kent; of 
Midhurst, Co. Sussex; of Dorsetshire; of Essex (two coats); 
of London and Berkshire; of Suffolk; of Weston Patrick, Co. 
Hants; of Somersetshire, of Buckinghamshire (two coats); of 
Lincolnshire, descended from Suffolk; with King, Alderman of 
Coventry, Co. Warwick, King, Rouge Dragon, Pursuivant of 
Arms; and King, Bishop of London and Chichester (16). 

This is the first record of a re-union of the “ King” family 
and in all probability is the first example of a general family 
gathering in genealogical history. The card is peculiarly valuable 
as giving the various King Arms and blazons as early as 1703 and 
is reproduced for the first time in this article. (See Plate III.) 

Although the King pedigrees set forth in the several Herald's 
Visitations are limited in number, no less than -fifty-three names 
of King entitled to bear coat-armor appear in Burke's General 
Armory, many of which have almost the same blazon. These 
families may be divided into groups by coat-armors as follows: 


I. Kine or LoNnpon. 


Arms: “Sad/e, on a chevron between three crosses-crosslet, 
or, as many escallops of the field.” 
Crest: “A dexter arm embowed in armor, holding a broken 
spear, all proper. (See Plates Iand II.) Granted by Camden, t59r. 
Almost the same arms, with some slight differences as to 
colors and crests, are borne by King of Ashby de la Launde, 
Lincolnshire; King of Gainsborough, Lincolnshire, King of 
London, 1591, and King of Wiltshire, all of which families have 
the crest “A talbot’s head erased, Sable, collared and ringed 
gules, eared, argent.” Also King of London, Camden Grant, 
1sgt; King of Loxwood House, Sussex; King of Torcester, 
Northamptonshire, all of which families have the crest “A 
dexter arm embowed in armor, holding a broken spear, all 
proper.’ Also King of Sherbourne, Dorset, (Crest: A lion 
rampant proper holding an escallop, argent), King of West Hall, 
Dorset, (Crest: An escallop shell, argent); King of Midhurst, 
Sussex, Crest: An ostrich head, argent, ducally gorged, or.); 
King of Shelly, Suffolk, King of Leicestershire, (Crest: A lion 
assant, Ermine, ducally crowned, Or); and King of Ugborough, 
evon. (From which last family descends King of Suffield, Con- 
necticut, U.S. A.) 


Kinc or Asupy De LA Launne, LINCOLNSHIRE. 


Arms: ‘Sad/e, on a chevron engrtailed, argent, three escallops 
of the first.” 

Crest: “A talbot’s head couped, Sad/e, collared, or.” 

The first known ancestor was William King of Melford, 
Suffolk, who lived during the reign of Henry VIII, and had issue, 





Ale gndich in. At tort. mortaed 
Te sletemut Grarts "(9 D/6/) 
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a son, John King of Long Melford, Co. Suffolk, who died in 1588 
leaving issue a son Edward. 

Edward King (John, William) of Ashby de la Launde and 
Temple Manor, Ashby, Lincolnshire, purchased both of these 
manors in 1580 from George Yorke, rebuilt Ashby Hall in 1595, 
and restored Ashby Church in 1605. He also held the Manors of 
Martin and Salmonby, and owned lands in Leasingham, Walcot, 
Digley, Timberland and Rowston. He married as “ Mr. Kynge, 
Steward of the Rowles” on the 13 July, 1580, Mary Clopton, 
daughter of Richard Clopton of Ford Hall, Melford, Suffolk, by 
Mary, his second wife, daughter of Sir William Playters, Kt., of 
Sotterly, Suffolk. His first wife was residuary legatee of her 
half sister, Mary, wife of Sir William Cordell, Kt., Master of the 
Rolls, and only child of Richard Clopton, whose first wife was 
Margaret, daughter and co-heir of Sir Richard Bozon, Kt., of 
Barrowly, Lincolnshire. Mary (Clopton) ‘King was buried 7 
October, «593. and Edward King then married (2nd) Elizabeth, 
daughter and co-heir of Henry Keble and widow of Anthony 
Colly. He had issue by first wife: sons Richard and John, and 
daughters Mary, Ann, Elizabeth and Amy; and by his second 
wife: one son Edward. This family has living representatives 
at the present time, holding lands in Lincolnshire and full 
pediyrees are on record showing the descent. 


Kisc ofr GaixnsborouGH, LINCOLNSHIRE. 


Arms: ‘“Saé/e, a chevron between three escallops, argent.” 

Crest: “A talbot’s head, sad/e, eared gu/es collared and 
ringed, ov.” 

The earliest known ancestor of this family was William Kinge, 
merchant, who flourished about 1480, and whose daughter and 
heiress, Alice King, married William le Newcomen of Saltfleetby, 
Lincs, who died 1466. She had issue, Martin le Newcomen of 
Saltfleetby, Lincs, who died 1536. 

Although no recorded grant of the above arms to William 
King of Gainsborough, Lincs, has ever been discovered, yet they 
appear at a later date in one of the ancient Newcomen Pedigrees 
and there is little doubt but that these Kings were of an ancient 
and well known family. f 

Nothing. however, has as yet been disclosed as to the ancestry 
and descent of this William King, merchant, in 1480 


Kine or SHERBOURNE, DORSETSHIRE. 


Arms: ‘Sable, a fesse wavy between three escallops, argent. 

Crest: A lion sejant proper, holding an escallop, argent,” (See 
Plate IV, No. 3.) 

The first known ancestor of this family was William Kynge 
of Castle Cary, Somerset, who had issue, Richard Kynge, bap- 
tised 30 August, 1590. Richard Kynge (William) of Sherbourne, 
Dorset, Gent, matriculated at Oxford from Oriel College, 19 June, 
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1610, aged 18 years. He was called to the Bar in 1620, and 
became a Bencher in 1630. In the same year he purchased a 
farm and lands at Preston, Dear Yeovil, Somerset, and his grant 
of arms reads: “ Thisse Coat and Crest wasse granted to Richard 
Kinge of Sherburne in the County of Dorcett, Esq., Juestes of 
the Peces in the sayd County and Counceilor at lawe of the 
Inner Tempell by Sir John Borough, Garter, Aprell the VI 1641." 

Curiously enough there is a seal of this Richard Kinge toa 
deed in 1642 with arms “A fesse lozengy(?) between three wolves 
sejant” but it probably was the arms of his wife or some kinsman. 

He represented Melcombe Regis, Dorset, in Parliament in 
1640, and was a member of the Long Parliament, serving Upon 
several Committees, During the Parliamentary troubles he 
joined the King in 1642 and was suspended froin Parliament for 
non-attendance and disabled 27 February, 1642/3, but was present 
with the King’s Parliament at Oxford in 1644,. He married (1st) 
25 December, 1623, Edith Seymer, daughter of Sir Robert 
Seymer of Hanford, Dorset, Kt., born 1607, died and buried at 
Sherbourne, Dorset, 2 June, 1634. He then married (2d) Mar- 
garet Harbin, daughter of Robert Harbin, of Newton Sormaville, 
near Yeovil, Somerset, but had no issue by her. He had known 
issue by his first wife, sons John and Richard. 

Although as yet no relationship has been established it is 
pee that the above Richard King was of kin to the King 

amily of West Hall. Sherbourne, Dorset, who bear: 

Arms: “Sad/e, on a chevron between three crosses crosslet, 
arent, as many escallops of the field.”’ 

Crest: “An escallop, argent.” 

The first known ancestor of this family was John Kinge, who 
married 3 July, 1687, Mary Miller and had issue, a son John, 
baptised 13 May, 1689. 

It is a curious fact that one of the King families at Torcester, 
Co. Northamptonshire, bears the above arms but apparently is 
not related to the Kings of Devonshire and Torcester, Co. 
Northamptonshire, who bear quite a different coat-armor. (See. 
Piate IV, No. 4.) 


Kins or Lonpon. 


Arms: “Sadé/e, on a chevron, ermine, three escallop shells, 

gules.” 

Crest: “A talbot’s head erased, sad/e, collared and eared, or.” 

Granted 1592 by R. Cooke, Clarencieux Herald. 

These arms were granted to Alexander King, Esqr., of St. 
obn’s Lane, London, who married (10 June, 1587, by license) 
lizabeth Horsepoole, daughter of Simon Horsepoole of London, 

draper. He was one of his Majesty's Auditors of the Court of 
Exchequer and was buried in Finchley Church, Middx., where 
his coat-of-arms may be still seen on a monumental slab. He 
left a will dated 20 January, 1615/6, and proved 12 January, 1618/9 
(P. C.C. Parker, 40), in which he mentions three living sisters, 
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viz.:—“Jane Waylett (who seems to have married 1st a Mr. 
Howgrave), Elizabeth Baker and Mary Maylin, “which have 
many children;” and two deceased sisters, viz.:—Alice Hatfield 
and Martha Reavell.” 


His widow, Elizabeth King, left a will dated 21 March, 1620/1, 
and proved 21 February, 1621/2 (P. C. C. Savile, 14), which men- 
tions a number of her relations but throws no further light upon 
her husband's kin. 


Although his arms are similar, his relationship to the King 
families bearing like arms, still remains unsolved. 


KinG oF UcsorouGn, DEVONSHIRE. 


Arms: “Sad/e, on a chevron, o7, between three crosses of te 
last as many escallops of the first.” 


Crest: “An Esquire’s helmet, proper.” (See Plate 1.) 


This family flourished at Ugborough, Co. Devon, as early as 
1525 and the church registers, commencing 1538, contain many 
King entries. The line starts with Thomas Kinge, born 1538, 
who had issue, a son William, who married Margaret. and had 
issue, Alicia, Joane, baptised 1577, Thomas, William, and Robert, 
baptised 27 March, 1584. William Kinge (William, Thomas) 
married 27 September. 1621, at Ugborough, Christian Lapp (or 
Lange), and had issue. a son William, baptised 1622. This Wil- 
liam Kinge (William, William, Thomas) married 16 October, 1642, 
Agnes Elwell, who died and was buried at Ugborough, Devon, 
in 1662. Shortly after the death of his wife, William hinge came 
to New England with his two sons, and died at the Isle of Shoals, 
off the coast of New Hampshire on 28 May, 1664 (according to 
DavaRey: and his son William was made administrator in 1664 
(New Hampshire Court Records). Alexander King (Joseph, 
James, James, William, William, William, Thomas), born 173-, 
died 1802, a lineal descendant, left a MSS. dated 1796, in which 
he states that this William Kinge was a fisherman and lost off the 
banks of Newfoundland. 

William and Agnes (Elwell) King had known issue:— William, 
baptised 31 December, 1643, at Ugborough, Devon, and James, 
baptised 7 November, 1647. Theson James King was of Ipswich, 
Mass., about 1670, but settled at Suffield, Conn., in 1678, and died 
there 22 May, 1722. 

There are in existence three original documents executed by 
this James King, as follows: 


A. Deed, “James King, Senior, the first of Sufheld” 
and Elizabeth King, his wife, to ‘my third son Speaks 
King, of Suffield,” dated 10 April, 1711, sealed with a red 
wax seal, design undecipherable. 


B. Will of James King, dated 10 May, 1722, on file in 
Court of Probate of Hampshire Co. at Northampton, 
Mass., sealed with a red wax seal, design undecipherable. 
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C. Deed, James King of Suffield to Joseph King, his 
son, dated 22 February, 1721/2, sealed with a red wax seal 
upon which is an heraldic design as follows: 


Arus: ‘Sadle,on a chevron between three crosses crosslet, or, 
three escallops of the field.” 

Crest: “An Esquire’s helmet.” (See Plate 1.) 

The arms on the seal of this deed are those of King of London, 
granted by Camden, viz.: 

Arms: “Sable, on a chevron between three crosses-crosslet, 
or, as Many escallops of the field,” but the crest in the Camden 
grant is quite different, being: 

Crest: “A dexter arm embowed in armour, holding a broken 
spear, all proper.” (See Plate No. II.) 

The only other King family usin “An Esquire’s helmet 
proper, garnished, or" as crest is that of King of Hampshire and 
there is as yet no indication of relationship between these two 
families. 

Captain Joseph King, the son of this James King of Suffield, 
Conn., executed many documents, impressed with this seal. 
One deed executed in 1728 bears an especially good impression 
and a deed executed in 1755 issealed “with a diamond shaped 
piece of white paper attached by a wafer toa deed and is im- 
pressed with this seal.” . 

In the inventory of his estate, 1756, 1s mentioned “A Silver 
Seal, King Coat of Arms,” which was left to Joseph King, the 
eldest surviving Son, and has been handed down 
and is now in the possession of Miss Emma C. 
King of Xenia, Ohio. The seal is a silver plate 
of circular form, of about 3% inch diameter on 
which is engraved the arms, helmet and man tling. 
(See cut inserted.) The plate is mounted upon 
a turned and polished ebony handle, 3/4 inches 
long, of good workmanship. The seal is greatly 
worn and many of the finer lines are almost obliterated. 

The original will of this Joseph King, Jr., dated 27 February, 
1813, was never probated, but has been preserved and also con- 
tains an imprint of this seal. 

Since there was no engraving of seals in New England as 
early as 1725, it is clear that James King of Suffield, Conn., must 
have brought this silver seal from England and had an undoubted 
right to the use of this coat-of-arms. 

The King family of Suffield, Conn., and its descendants there- 
fore must be ranked among the limited number of American 
families rightly entitled to the use of coat-armor. 


Il. Kixc or DEVONSHIRE AND TORCESTER, NorRTHAMPTONSHIRE. 


Arms: “Saé/e,a lion rampant between three crosses crosslet, 
or, ducally crowned, argent.” 
Crest: “Out of a ducal coronet, or, a demi ostrich, ergent?, 
wings endorsed, beak of the first.’ (See Plates III and IV, 
0. 4.) 
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These are the arms of the family of King of Thame, Oxon, 
and Worminghall, Bucks, eminent members of which were 
Robert Kynge, first Bishop of Oxford, 1506-1559; John Kynge, 
Bishop of London, 1559-1621, and Henry Kinge, Bishop of 
Chichester, 1591-1669, all sprung from John Kynge “yeoman” 
of Thaine, Co. Oxon, about 1442. 

John King of Thame had issue, William, Thomas and John, 
vintner, of Bicester, Oxon. Wiliam King (John of Thame) in 
turn had issue, Robert, first Bishop of Oxford, William, Thomas, 
and another son (name as yet unknown, but mentioned in Bishop 
Robert King’s will as “another brother.) 


William King (William, John) of Devon, of Thame. Oxon 
and Woriminghall, Bucks, married Anne, daughter of Sir John 
Williams of Burfield, Berks, by his wife Isabella Moore, daughter 
and co-heir of Richard Moore, armiger, and sister of John, Lord 
Williams and of Lady Joane Williams, Prioress of Studley, Co. 
Oxon, and had issue:—Robert, Edmond and Philip. His son 
Philip King mal cial William, John) of Worminghall, Bucks, 
was page to Henry VIII, and later in the service of John, Lord 
Williams of Thame. He inherited the greater part of his uncle, 
Bishop Robert king's estate, and married about 1553, Elizabeth 
Conquest daughter of Edmond Conquest of Houghton Conquest, 
Bedfordshire, armiger.and [oane, daughter of William Britton of 
Ampthill. Co. Bedford. and had issue, twelve children, among 
whom was John, baptised 1559 6¢. who became Bishop of London 
and was the father of Henry king, baptised 17 January, 1591/2, 
who became Bishop of Chichester. 

A most complete pedigree of this eminent church family 
exists down to about 17¢co, when the male line of Bishops John 
and Henry King became extinct. There is strong reason to 
believe. however, that the king name was continued by collateral 
branches, but at yet these kindred families have not been traced. 
Bishop Robert King claimed descent from the “Antient Saxon 
Kings of Devonshire” and while there appears to be some doubt 
as to the antiquity of their coat-armor, yet the admission of the 
claim to these arms by the Heralds in 1621 at the burial of Bishop 
John King of London establishes the family right from that date. 
The above arms in the early Herald's Visitations were generally 
borne “(Quarterly first and fourth King (as given above) and 
second and third Gu/es, within a border engrailed three lions 
passant, ov." (See Plate III.) The latter arms are called “ Plan- 
tagenct or king Anciently"” but there is not the slightest proof 
that this King family was in any way related to the royal 
line of Plantagenet and their claim to such royal descent can- 
not be substantiated. 

Almost identical arms, with slight changes in colors and crests 
are borne oy King of Bromley, Kent, of which King of Bellevue, 
Kent, is a branch (Crest: “A lion's gamb erased and erect, sad/e, 
grasping a cross pattee’ fitchee’, or;" King of Eltham, Kent; 
King of Hungrill, Yorkshire and Umberslade, Warwick; (Crest: 
“A demi-lion rampant issuing out of a ducal coronet, or,;") hing 
of Skellands, Yorkshire; King of Chedshunt, Yorkshire; King of 
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Preston Candover, Yorkshire; King of Stansfield, Suffolk; King 
of Tuddenham, Suffolk and of Newton Flotman, Norfolk; King 
of Pyrland Hall and North Petherton, Somerset (Crest: “A 
mount ver/, thereon an arm in bend dexter, couped at the elbow, 
the hand supporting a tilting spear erect, the head broken, the 
arm surmounting a branch of oak fructed in bend sinester, ail 
proper;”) king of London; King of Daglingworth, Gloucester; 
King of Aldbourne, Wilts, and King of Bottisham, Cambridge? 

The arms of King of Devonshire and Torcester, Northamp- 
tonshire, appear in New England as early as 1715 upon an ancient 
hatchment of the Charnock Family of Boston, Mass., which is 
still preserved in the family of a descendant. This hatchment 
(see Plate V) impails the arms of King, “Sad/e, a lion rampant 
between three crosses-crosslet, or’ upon the arms of Charnock 
“A has on a bend, sad/e, three crosses crosslet of the field.” : 

‘Phe hatchment was made by Elizabeth Charnock, daughter of 
Captain John and Mary (hing) Charnock, who was born 14 
September. 1707, and died before 1733. She married Thomas 
Lee and leit a daughter Elizabeth, who married into the Newell 
family which now owns this ancient picture of the Charnock- 
King Arms. The heirloom is a most curious piece of work being 
made of narrow strips of paper, folded or rolled, as the design 
required, being thus either flat or more or less raised in effect. 
These rolls are glued to a flat background, and the upper or 
exposed edges of the paper were colored to correspond with the 
colors oi the coat-of-arms. It is framed in a deep box like frame 
and the initials  E. C." are plainly visible in one corner. 

Captain John Charnock was a man of position and property 
and married as his first wife, Mary King, daughter of Captain 
Ralph and Elizabeth (Walker) King, born 28 July, 1679, and 
granddaughter of Daniel King of Lynn, Mass. This Daniel 
King was second son of Ralph and Audrey Ring of Watford, 
Herts, England, Draper, born December, 1599, at Watford, Herts, 
died 27 May, 1672, at Lynn, Mass. He married Elizabeth Guy of 
Chipping Wicombe, Bucks, England, who died 26 February, 
1677/8, at Lynn, Mass. He was at Uxbridge, Middx., England, 
in 1639, and shortly afterward sailed for New England, as his 
name appears in Salem, Mass., Court Records on 30 June, 1641. 
His father, Ralph Kinge, of Watford, Herts, England, died in 1656 
leaving a will dated 1 August, 1653, proved 21 November, 1656 
_ C. C. Berkeley, 419), 12 which he fully described his son 

aniel King of New England, and states he has loaned him near 
£1,000. Daniel King purchased extensive tracts of land at 
Swamscott, Mass., and left issue, Daniel, Ralph, Hannah, Eliza- 
beth and Sarah. A full pedigree of his descendants to the 
present day exists. 

The use of the King coat-of-arms by John Ch arnock, who was 
a man of reputation and position, as early as 1725, would indicate 
that the Kings of Lynn were rightfully entitled to the coat-armor 
given above. A most extensive search in the English records for 
the name of “ King"’ and the great mass of dafa collected thereon, 
however, as yet fails to confirm the use of these arms among the 
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Watford, King's Langiey, Abbot's Langley and Aldenham, Herts, 
King family, and so far no trace of the use of these arms has 
been found among any of the other Hertfordshire Kings. There 
are strong indications, however, that this county family was 
related to the ariuor-bearing Kings of Buckinghamshire and 
Oxfordshire and of good birth, but had severed all relations with 
the main family because of Strong Puritanical leaning and faith. 

Much remains to be disclosed concerning them and at any 
moment an important document, will or record may be found 
clearing up the ancestry of the Watford and King’s Langley 
King families. 

The King family of Brunswick, Georgia, U.S. A., also claim 
and use the arms and crest of King of Devonshire and Torcester, 
Co. Northampton, viz.: “Sade, a lion rampant between three 
crosses-crosslet, or.” Crest: ‘Out a ducal coronet, an ostrich 
head and neck, coilared or." 

There is no recorded genealogical proof either in the English 
or Colonial King” records, public or private, of their right to 
use these arms. 

This Ainerican tamily is lineally descended from John King 
of Northampton, Mass., born 1629 and died 3 Deceinber, 1703 
leaving a will dated ; July, 1703, in which he mentions sons John 
and Jonathan, daughters Sarah and Thankful, and the son of a 
son Samuel. He is said to have come to Hartford in the Colony 
of Connecticut in 164s and lived there until 1650 with a Mr. Cole. 
He married (1st) 13 November, 1656, Sarah, daughter of William 
Holton of Northampton, Mass. She died 8 May, 1683, and then 
he married (2d) 17 November, 1683/4, Sarah Mygatt, widow of 
Jacob Mygatt and daughter of William Whiting. He had issue: 
John, William, Thomas, Samuel, Eleazer, Joseph, Samuel, Joseph, 
Benjamin, Thankful, David and Jonathan, and full pedigrees of 
his descendants are in existence. 

The English ancestry of this John King of Northamptonshire, 
Mass., however, has never been traced, and there is not the 
slightest evidence that he ever came from York, England, as 
claimed, but he is supposed to have been of Irish extraction. No 
document or record of his shows the use or claim to any coat- 
armor whatever. 

Returning to the English armigers of the lion rampant be- 
tween three crosses-crosslet, the more important of these families 
can be distinguished as follows: 


Kinc or BromLey, Kent. 


Arms: “Sad/e, a lion rampant, ermine, between three crosses 
pattee’ fitchee’ or." 

Crest: “A lion's gamb erect and erased, sad/e, holding a cross 
pattee’ fitchee’, or.” (See Plate III.) 

This family of King is first recorded in the Visitations of 
Kent, and therein is set forth as starting from John King of 
London, Gent, born 1552, died 5 September, 1603, who was a 
“draper and free of the companye of Cloth Workers,” and married 
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Susan Woodward, daughter of Christopher and Elizabeth (Old- 
bury) Woodward by whom he had three sons, John, James an 
Henry, and one daughter, Elizabeth. The present bead of this 
family, Sir Dudley Duckworth King, Bart, was unable to trace 
his line farther back than the pedigree given in the Herald's Visi- 
tations but a vigorous search by the author resulted in establish- 
ing as the earliest ancestor, Henry Kynge of Beckenham, Kent, 
Gent, who died and was buried there in 1520, his tomb standing 
in the churchyard as late as 1800. He had known issue, Robert, 
Henry and Richard, and his son Robert King was father of 
Henry King, who in turn was the fatherof John Mineo! Bromley, 
the draper. A full edigree has been compiled of t 

ham and Bromley kings to date, and to the best knowledge of 
the descendants now living in Kent and to the author, based 
upon family records and searches, 00 member of the family ever 
came to New England between 1620-1720. 

It is from a King family of Kent that Rufus king (Richard, 
John), 1755-1827, of Jamaica, Long Island, New York, the 
eminent statesman and Minister to England in 1526 claimed 
descent, and upon his return from England brought back the 
coat-of-arms used by the Bromley, Kent, “ King" family and 
caused same to be engraved upon all his silver. No proof has 
ever been advanced that his ancestors came from kent. England, 
or that he was connected with the King family of Bromley and 
Beckenham, Kent. and the right to the use of these arms cannot 
be shown. All that is actualiy disclosed by an exhaustive search 
of the family and public records is that Rufus hing was the son 
of Richard King of Watertown, Mass., and Scarborough, Maine, 
1718-1775, DY his second wife, Mary Black of York. Maine. 

Richard King is described as “ house carpenter,” but later on 
is called ‘Gentleman © in the Maine Public Records. Dr. Adam 
Porter, who married a sister of Richard King of Scarborough, 
Maine, stated in his MSS., without giving any record proof, that 
Richard Kinge was @ Son of John and Mary (Stowell) King, 
“who came from Kent” and ‘settled in Boston,’ where he, 
said John aie: followed the trade of a “whitesmith.” 

All proof of John King’s descent from or relation to any King 
family in Kent, Engiand, is lacking and even the fact that he was 
the father of Richard King of Scarborough, Maine, has been 
questioned. 

During investigation of the English King families, however, 
certain records were discovered which might indicate that the 
Scarborough, Maine, and Jamaica, New York, King family 
originally came from Wiltshire, England, but as yet this location 


of the family cannot be definitely stated. 


Kine of Ertuam, Kent. 


Arms: “Party per fesse indented gules and sable, a lion 
rampant or, crowned with 4 ducal coronet argent between three 
crosses-crosslet fitchee, argent. 


Crest: “On a wreath or and gules, aD ostrich head couped at 
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the neck proper, gorged with a ducal crown o7, between two 
ostrich feathers argent.” 


Granted to Daniel King of Eltham, Kent, 14 June, 1707, by 
Sir H. St. George, Garter, and J, Vanburgh, Clarencieux. 

Daniel King of St. Stephens, Walbrook, London, was born 
1629, and died at ge 1682, being buried at St. Olave's. South- 
wark, London. € was a citizen and skinner of London, and 
married 3 April, 166s, by license, Martha Pritchard, third 
daugher of Francis Pritchard of Horseley Down, Surrey. She 
died 8 December, 1694, and was buried at St. Olave's, Southwark. 
He was related to the King family of Southwark and thus of kin 
to William King of Cobham, Kent, and John King of Bromley, 
Kent, though as yet the link of relationship has not been traced. 
He left issue, sons Francis and Daniel, and daughters Elizabeth 
and Mary. Daniel’ King (Daniel') of Eltham, Kent, Gent, was 
born about 1670, and living in 1705. He was granted the above 
coat-of-arms to which he added in the Second and Third Quarters 
“Ermine,a lion rampant sad/e within a bord, asure™ for Pritchard. 
He was one of the executors of Sir William Pritchard, Kt., 
Alderman and Lord Mavor of London. 

He married :6 April, 1700, Jane Niccol, only daughter and 
heir of William Nicco!, second son of Paul Niccol of Hendon 
Place, Middx.. England, by whom he had an only child, Jane, 
borne 21 October, 1701 


Kine oF HunGrict, YuRKSHIRE AND UMBERSLADE, WARWICKSHIRE. 


Arms: "'Saé/e, a lion rampant between three crosses-crosslet, 
ae 


Crest: ‘Out of a ducal coronet, a demi lion rampant.” 


This family claims to be originally of Westmoreland and 
descended from Sir Ralph Kinge, who fought at the Battle of 
Agincourt. Unfortunately the name of thisdoughty knight does 
not appear on the list of created knights from the earliest time 
to 1700, nor does it show in the Muster Rolls of Knights, Squires, 
Military Commanders and Levies of the English Army at Agin- 
court, preserved to this day. 

There are some indications, however, that the ancestry of the 
Kings of Kirkby Malhamdale, Co. York, came from Blithe, 
Nottinghamshire, and it is quite possible that one Hugh King of 
of Skipton was nearly related. The first traceable ancestor, 
however, was Rev. Robert Kinge, Vicar of Kirkby Malhamdale, 
Yorkshire, who garrisoned the church there for the Parliament 
during the Civil War and was probably a stern Puritan. He 
died in 1621 leaving a long will and ason Thomas. 

Thomas Kinge (Robert), who erected Church End in Kirkby, 
Co. York, about 1650, married and had issue, sons Henry and 
Thomas, and a daughter Elizabeth, who married (1st) James 
Simms of Thorpe, parish of Burnsall, and (2d) James Knowles 
of Kettlewell. A fairly complete pedigree of his descendants to 
the present time has been compiled, but the connection of this 
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family with that of any of the early King armigers has not as 
yet been established. 


Kixc of STANSFIELD, SUFFOLK. 


Arms: “Quarterly first and fourth, Sable, a lion rampant, 
argent, crowned, 07, between three crosses-crosslet of the second; 
second and third, asure, five lozenges Cory in fesse, 07, on each 
an escallop shell, gu/es, on a chief of the second a griffin’s head, 
erased, of the third enclosed by two fleur de lis of the first.” 


Crest: “An ostrich’s neck erased, argent, gorged with a 
coronet, azure, beak, sable.” 


The origin of the arms forming the second and third quarter- 
ings has not been traced but they probably are those of some 
ancestress, whose family became allied with that of King. 

This King family is one of the earliest traceable families of 
the name and sprang from Richard Kinge of Bury St. Edmunas, 
Co. Suffolk, who died in 154, leaving a will in which he men- 
tions a brother Sir Nicholas King.” a wife Cicely, to whom he 
leaves the house they live in,a place called Moyses Hall, with 
barn and garden in Pudding Lane, London, and lands at New- 
market, Cambridge. Caxton, Compton, Norfolk, 4 son Thomas, 
and a daughter Alice. who married William Lawrence. 

Thomas king (Richard), of Bury St. Edmunds, married 
Johanna ——, and had issue, Richard, ‘ sonne and heir," Jorn. 
Thomas, Hester and Dorothy. 

Richard kKinge (Thomas, Richard), presumably of Bury St. 
Edmunds, Suffols, ntarried —— Edgar, a sister of Thomas 
Edgar of Exoninge. Co. Suffolk, and Anderton by Montayns, 
Lincolnshire, and had known issue, Richard. 

Richard Kinge (Richard, Thomas, Richard), of Stansfield, 
Suffolk, had the arms above described granted to him by Letters 
Patent in 15$9. He married on 19 January, 1586, Marie Deben- 
ham, daughter of John Debenham of Denston, Suffulk, and Hay. 
issue a son Richard and a daughter Marie, baptised 25 June, 
1588, at Stansfield. who married Henry Jermyn. He died in 1390. 
leaving a will, and was buried at Stansfield. 9 December, 1399 
His widow, Marie hinge, married 7 April, 159!, Charles Bur: 
rouwe of Wickhambrook, Suffolk, and died and was burted 
8 December, 1596. ; 

Richard Kinge (Richard, Richard, Thomas. Richard), prooad-y 
married (1st) ro July, 1607, at Depden, Suffolk, Sarah jerméins, 
and (2d) 11 March, 1615, at Stansfield, Suffolk, Elizabeth Rute. 

Nothing further is known of this family or their descenda=:s, 
and apparently these Kings were in no way related to ano:ner 
extensive family of the name settled at Edwardston, Suffolk. 4s

* Sir Nicholas Kynue. vicar of Dryffild, Co. Gloucester, left a will Gated 
17 Aug., 1550, proved 25 Oct.. 1550, in which he mentions brothers William and 
Robert, and William, Nicholas, Henry. John King, Sr. john King, Ir. Uhecas 
and joan, children of a brother (not named); and Sir William Kynge, Vicar of 
Hannyngton. \Whether he is identical with the Sir Nicholas King above :s as 
yet unknown. 
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early as 1496, who were the ancestors of the King family of 
Paliner, Mass. No arms, however, have ever been traced for the 
Kings of Edwardston, Suffolk, who appear to have been mierely 
of yeomanry stock. 


Kinc or Srourtrox axp ALBOURNE, WILTSHIRE. 


Arms: “Saddle, a lion Tampant between three crosses fitchy, 
or, for Kina, impaling on the dexter side gu/es, a chevron varie, 
argent and azure, between three crescents, argent, for GoDDaRD. 
On the sinester side, argent, on a bend, gules, three lozenges (of 
the first) in chief a trefoil (of the second).” 


Every indication points:to the County of Norfolk as the cradie 
of this family, with some clues as to relationship with a branch 
of the name in Co. Essex. Unfortunately the name of the first 
traceable ancestor remains undisclosed, but it is known he had 
issue, a son, John of Norfolk, Gent (see below); a daughter, who 
married Richard Blackwell; a daughter who married Richard 
Gove, and a daughter Susan who married Herne (or Fferne). 
This Mr. King was of close kin, possibly a brother, toa Mr. King, 
who had issue, a son John kinge (who was Rector of Stourton, 
Wilts, 1565-1607, Rector or Taplow, Bucks, and Canon of Windsor; 
who married Mary, daughter of William Bird of Walden, Co. 
Essex. died and was buried in St. George's Chapel, Windsor, 





13 May, 1607, leaving a wl. but no issue); 2 son Thomas; a 
daughter Dorothy, who ma-ried —— Woodeock; and a daughter 
Jane, who married —— Weodnall. 


The founder of the famiiy must at present be considered to 
be John Kinge of Norfolk, Gent, born 1576, matriculated at 
Queens College, Oxford. 1; October, 1589, aged 13; B. A., 3 July, 
1593; fellow Merton College. 1594; M. A., 31 October, 159S (in- 
corporated at Cambridge, 1006); B, D., 28 June, 1608; D. D., 6 July, 
1615 (incorporated at Cambridge, 1621); tutor to Robert, Earl of 
Essex; Rector of Stourton, Wilts, 1605-1631; Rector of Islip, Co, 
Oxon, 1632; Canon of Westminster, 1613; of Windsor, installed 
23 November, 1615, until his death 7 August, 1638. He left along 
will in which he mentions his Manor of Westbury, cousin Dr. 
ee King, brother George Foxcroft, cousin George Aglionbie, 

.D., and brother Richard Gove. He married (1st) Elizabeth 
Foxcroft, by whom he had issue, John, William, Rachel, who 
married Nathaniel Field, Richard, Nicholas (who was a merchant 
and a bachelor and died abroad at Seville, Spain, leaving a will 
in which he speaks of his brother, Richard King, merchant, 
dwelling in London, and leaves a large fortune to his relatives); 
Robert and Elizabeth. Rev. John Kinge, D.D., married (2d) 
Mary ——, and had issue, Dorothy and William. 

Richard Kinge (Rev. John, D.D.), of Upham, Wilts, Alderman 
and Sheriff of London, died 22 May, 1668, aged 52 years, and was 
buried in the parish church of Albourne, Wilts, where he has a 
monument, upon which appear the arms above described. 

He married (ist) Martha, daughter of Edmund Goddard, by 
whom he had issue, sons John, Richard, Nicholas, James, John,

Thomas and Edward, and daughters Martha, Elizabeth and 
Priscilla; he married (2d) Mary, widow of Edward Adams, a0 
daughter of John March of St. Albans, Herts, by whom he ha 
issue, 2 son Edward, and daughters Rachel, Mary and Catherine. 
One of his sons Nicholas Kinge was in New England in 1640, but 
all further trace of him has been lost. 

As yet nothing further has been disclosed concerning these 
Kings of Stourton, Wilts, originally of Norfolk, but the family 
was one of importance and many of the members apparently 
held lucrative positions in the church. 

Further data concerning Richard Kinge of Upham, Wilts, 
who must have lefta will, should disclose matter of great interest 
for it is known that William Goddard, who settled 1n Watertown, 
Mass., in 1665, Was a brother of his first wife. Martha Goddard, 
and it is stated that his son Nicholas Kinge” (Richard, John), 
resided in Boston for some years.

Arms: ‘Sad/e, a lion rampant, or, tail forked." 
(See Plate 111.) 


Like arms are borne by King of Coveniry. Warwickshire: 
King of Charlesiowa, Roscommon, Ireland, and King of Great 
Thurlow, S=10%k. 

This family sprang trom John kynge of Co. Kent, who had 
issue, a son Jon. 

ohn Kinge (John) ai Iver, Co. Bucks. Gent: married Margery 
Phillips, daughter of John Phillips of Hillington, Middx., and had 
issue, two sons, John (stated to have died without issue), and 
William. 

William Kinge (John, John) of Iver, Bucks, later of Har- 
mondsworth, Midds.. Gent, died in 1652 leaving a will in which he 
mentions estates 4 Farwell, Staffordshire and Iver, Bucks, 2 cou- 
sin Mr. Andrew hinge of Wyrardsburg; 4 daughter Anne_Love- 
lace and Edward Kyderminster of Mottingham, Kent, Gent, a 
brother of his wife Anne. He married Anne Kyderminster, 
daughter of Robert Kyderminster, of Langley, Bucks, and had 
issue, William, Anne who married William’ Lovelace;t (Francis,’ 
Sir Richard,’ Richard’) of Hurley, Bucks, and had issue a son

Kinc oF Coventry, WARWICKSHIRE. 


Arms: ‘“Sad/e, a lion rampant queu furché, o7, a label of three 
points, argent.” (See Plate III.) 


These arms were granted to Thomas Kinge, Alderman of 
Coventry, 26th December, 1683, by Sir William Dugdale, Garter 
and Sir Henry St. George, Clarencieux, by virtue of his proved 
relationship to the family of King of Iver, Co. Bucks. 

The Pedigree as filed in the Visitation of Warwickshire in 
1682 is as follows: 

John Kinge of Kent, had issue, William Kinge, who fought at 
Bosworth Field with King Henry VII, and bad lands granted him 
at Higham, Leicestershire. 

William Kinge (John) in turn had issue, Richard, who had 
issue, John, who had issue, William of Coventry, born 1587, died 
1677, married Joan Moxley and was the father of Thomas hing. 

Thomas king, (William, John, Richard, William, John,) to 
whom the above arms were granted in 1683. was born 1629 and 
became Alderman of the City of Coventry, Justice of the 
Peace, and Deputy Lieutenant in the County. He married 
(xst) Elizabeth, daughter of John Neale of ‘Exall and (2d) Elea- 
nor, daughter of Sir John Cave, younger brother of Sir Thomas 
Cave of Stanford. Northamptonshire, and widow of Edward 
Chamberlain of Princethorpe, Warwickshire, and had issue by 
first wife, Thomas, Joan and Mary and by second wife, Elinor and 
Sir John, who died at Ballasore in ye East Indies unmarried 1668, 
aged 16 years. (So stated in the Visitation.) 

Nothing further is known of his descendants. 

It is an odd coincidence that there was another family of King 
of Higham. Co. Leics. commencing with John Kynge of Higham, 
Co. Leicester, husbandman, who died and left a will dated 8 Au- 
gust, 1558, in which he desires to be buried in the churchyard of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, in Higham, and mentions his wife Agnes, 
son Richard and three daughters Alice. Agnes and Jane. His 
wife seems to have had a first husband for the will mentions “to 
Ellen, his wife's daughter £3." 

Richard Kynge (John) of Higham, husbandman, left a will 
dated 27 August, 1§92, in which he mentions wife Elizabeth, son 
John, daughter Elizabeth and the rest of his children, Viz: 
John, Elizabeth. Alis and Richard. — 

It is quite probable that this family was of close kin to the 
ancestors of Thomas King, Alderman of Coventry above, who 
also hailed from Higham, but as yet the link remains untraced. 


Kixc or CHARLEsTOWN, Roscommon, IRELAND: 
Arms: “Saé/e, a lion rampant double qued, or.” 
Crest: “An escallop, guées.” 


The crest is the same, except as to color, as that of hing of 
West Hall. Dorset. 
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The founder of this line was the Rt. Rev. Edward King, who 
was born 1575 iD Huntingdonshire. He was made D. D. in Dub- 
lin 1595, consecrated Bishop of Elphin in 1611, and died 8 March, 
1639, leaving aD eldest son James King, born 6 February, 1610, 
died 1687. The present head of the family is a Baronet and the 
pedigree is cleariy traced down from the above ancestor. 


Kinc oF GREAT THuRLow, SUFFOLK. 


Arms: 'Sad/e, a lion rampant, ala queu fitchee, argent.” 

The first known ancestor of this family was Robert King, of 
Great Thurlow, Suffolk. originally a native of Kent, born 1600, 
who matriculated as a pensioner of Christ College, Cambridge 5 
July, 1617; graduated B. A. 1620/1, and proceeded M. A. in 1624. 
He was elected 4 fellow of Trinity Hall in 1625. and became proc 
tor in the Consistorial Court of the Bishop of Ely on 16 June, 1628. 
He took the degree of LL. D. in 1636 and was admitted as an ad- 
yocate of the Court of Arches at Doctors Commons, London, on 
to October. 1641. He was official to the Archdeacon of Sudbury 
from 1645-1647, and was elected Master of Trinity Hall on 28 
October. 1645 at the death of Dr. Thomas Eden, The House of 
Commons oojected, however, and he was compelled to resign, but 
after the Restoration was re-elected Master on 20 August 1660. 
He was adéressed as Chancellor of Ely* in 1660 and became 
vicar-general and principal official to Bishop Wren by Patent 
dated 10 December, 1662. He was appointed the head of a com- 
mission to visit the diucese On 5° June, 1662. Robert Kinge died 
6 November, 1076. aged 76 vears. ane was buried on the South side 
of the Chapel ot Trinity Hall, Cambridge, within the rails of the 
Communion Table. under a black marble slab with his Arms 
thereon “Sadle, a lion rampant ala queu fitchee, argent.” His 
arms also appea: on 4 window in the Master's Lodge of Trinity 
Hall College. He left a will in which he leaves his jand at Great 
Thurlow to his three grandsons, Robert, Henry and Thomas 
ing. 

Robert Kinge purchased land at Great Thurlow, Co. Suffolk, 
and married Frances, daughter of Jasper (or Joseph) Wareyn of 
that place. She, as his widow, Was buried at Great Thurlow on 
18 April, 1684. He had issue, Robert and Anne, who died 32 
June, 1660, aged 22. 

Robert hinge (Robert) of Great Thurlow, Co. Suffolk, mar- 
ried (1st) Lydia>—— who died in November, 1673, and was buried 
at Great Thurlow. He then married (24) Elizabeth, daughter of 
Thomas Stuart, Esq., of Bolton Mills, and widow of Sir Robert 
Kemp., Kt., of Finchingfield, Co. Essex. Robert Kinge was Lord 
of the Manor of Tharston, Co. Norfolk and had issue by first wife, 
Robert. Gervaise, Frances, John and Henry; and by his second © 
wife, Thomas and Letitia, who married in 1693 Sir Robert Kemp, 
30 Bart.. of Ubberton, Co. Suffolk. 


* Rev, John King (john, Phillip, William, William, John) of the Thame 
Oxen and Worminghall, Bucks, “King” family is said to have been elected 
Bishop of Ely in 1638. but died before he was consecrated. No relationship is 
known to exist bewween him and Robert Kinge, Chancellor of Ely. 
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Thomas Kinge, (Robert, Robert) of Great Thurlow, Co. Suf- 
folk, married on 20 June, 1691, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John 
Cordell, Bart, of Long Melfort, Co. Suffolk, and sister and co-heir 
of Sir John Cordell, Bart, of Milford Hall. He was killed in a 
duel by Sir Sewster Peyton, Bart, and buried on 10 November, 
1699, at Great Thurlow. He left issue, sons, Thomas baptized 16 
December, 1696, buried 16 March, 1700, and John, under age in 
1715, buried 26 January, 1724. 

There is apparently a curious error in Burke's Landed Gentry 
and in the Visitation of Lincolnshire, ( Harleian Society, Vol. 51,) 
which sets forth that Thomas Kinge, (Robert, Richard, Edmund, 
John, William of Melfort, Co. Suffolk) of Ashby de la Launde, 
Co, Lincs., was M. P. for Harwich, Co. Essex in time of Charles 
II, and married to Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Cordell, Bart 
of Long Melfort, Co. Suffolk. The Pedigree of King of Great 
Thurlow, Co. Suffolk, as set forth in Davy's Suffolk MSS. 
(Britisn Museum Add. MSS. 19138, f. 211) absolutely refutes this 
Statement. Moreoverthe arms of King of Great Thurlow and 
King of Ashby de la Launde are entircly different. Further- 
more, Thomas King, who was M. P. for Harwich, Co. Essex, in 
time of Charies II, had issue a son John King, born 1655 who 
matriculated at Christ Church 4 July, 1678, aged 18, B. A. 1682, 
M.A. 165s: B. D. and D. D. 1704. Rector of Shaldon, Hants 1525; 
Master o: the Charterhouse; Archdeacon of Colchester 1322; and 
Canon of Bristol 1728. until his death on 4 August, 1737, aged $2 
years. Obviously this last John King could not be a son of 
Thomas king of Great Thurlow, and it is exceedingly doubtful 
Whether Thomas King, M. P. for Harwich was of the family 
of King of Ashby de la Laundeat all. He is much more likely 
to have been of the family of King of Dovercourt and Harwich, 
Co. Essex. of which numerous members flourished from 1580— 
1680. 

The question of placing this Thomas King, M.P., for Har- 
wich, Essex, however, is debatable, but he clearly was not of the 
Great Thurlow “King" stock. 


IV. Kine or AUDLEY EnpD, Essex. 


Arms: “Asure,a bend double cotised or, charged with three 
escallops, sad/e,a mullet argent for difference.” (See Plate IV, 
No. 5.) 

This family is undoubtedly of close kin to King of London 
and Berkshire (see Plate III) and the first known ancestor was 
Robert Kinge of Audley End, near Suffolk Walden, Co. Essex, 
who was stated to have been once Abbot of Walden and after the 
Suppression of the monastic houses married a nun, named 
Brueres, of good family, and had known issue, a son Robert 
and a daughter Judith who married (ist) Nathaniel Traherne, 
Esq., and (2d) John Elmer of Much Hadham, Co. Herts, Bishop 
of London 1521-1594. This John Elmer was succeeded as 
Bishop of London by Rev. Richard Vaughan, who seems to 
have been related to him, either by marriage or descent. The 
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roll of the Abbots of Walden, however, contains no name of 
Robert king. 

The son Robert Kinge (Robert) was of Tylston, Co. Cheshire, 
and bore the above arms. He was B.A. from Jesus College, 
Cainbridge 1596-7, M.A. 1599, B.D, 1606 and D,D. 1615, incor- 
porated 11 July, 1615. He was Rector of Whitford, Flints, 1608, 
and eventually Lecturer in the Cathedral Church of Chester. 
He was Parson of Tviston, Cheshire, and died there 27 April, 
1631, being buried in the Church. He married Alice, daughter 
of Owen Stockton. of Cuddington, Cheshire, Gent, and had issue, 
Robert Kinge, eldest son, B.A. in Brasenose College, Oxford, 
born 1609; Peter, Phillip, Thomas. John and Alice, an only 
daughter. His son Thomas Kinge (Robert, Robert) was of 
Aylesbury, Bucks, and an eminent physician, whose descendants 
can be traced to the 19th Century. 


V. Kino or Orsett, Essex. 


Arms: “cure, a chevron gu/es, voided, or, charged with five 
escallops, a7yen?."" (See Plate 1V, No. 6) 


The founder of this family was Robert Kinge, Parson of 
Orsett, who died 3 November, 1384, aged 43. He was collated to 
the prebend of Newington in St. Paul's Cathedral 3 December, 
1g77, and was ins:ituted to the Rectory of Orsett in 1577. Ad- 
ministration on his es:ate was granted 11 November, 1584 to his 
widow Dorothy, and a monument and mural brass to his memory 
is on the South Wal! of Orsett Church. No descendants have as 
yet been disclosed, but a Robert Kinge, M. A.. was vicar of Great 
Dunmow, Essex, 15 November, 1578, and resigned 19 February, 
1sgt, being succeeded by Rev. Richard Vaughan, who later 
became Bishop of London. The curious association Of Ret. 
Richard Vaughan, Bishop of London, with John Elmer, Bishop 
of London, Robert Kinge of Audley End and Robert Kinge of 
Orsett would indicate close kinship between these two Essex 
King families, but the arms are quite different. Unfortunately 
no ancestor or issue of Robert Kinge of Orsett has as yet been 
traced, but it is hoped that some of the Essex wills may throw 
light upon this armigerous family. 


Kixc or Mycu Bappow, Essex. 


Arns: “.4eure, a bend engrailed ermine between two eagles 
displayed with two necks, or.” 

Crest: ‘“‘A leopard'’s head erased, o7, between two wings, 
gules." {See Plate III.) 

Robert King of Mych Baddow, Essex, second son of John 
Kinge of Althorne, Essex, was granted the above arms and crest 
on 28 July, 1362 by Harvey, Clarencieux Herald. 

As entered in the Heraldic Visitations of Essex (Harleian 
MSS. 1541, fo. 27b) they vary somewhat as follows: 

Arms: “Quarterly, first and fourth Azure a bend ermune 
between threc eagies displayed, Or, for King. Second aad 
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third, sad/e, on a chevron between three towers, argent, as Many 
fleur de lis, or, for Berill.” 

The “three eagles” description is curious as in another part of 
the same Visitation the number of eagles displayed is distinctly 
stated to be “two. It is quite probable that the then Herald 
carelessly wrote the word “three” instead of “two," as all early 
drawings of the arms only show the two eagles. The eagles, 
however, sometimes are drawn with one, and sometimes with two 
necks, but no explanation of this variation has as yet been 
unearthed. 

An extensive Pedigree of this prominent Essex King family 
has been compiled, after an almost exhaustive examination of all 
the early records, wills, etc., of Essex County. 

The first ancestor of record appears to have been John Kynge 
of Dompnar in Burnham, Co. Essex, who died in 1490, leaving a 
will, and known Issue, John, Richard, Thomas and Joan. 

John Kynge (John) of Althorne, Essex. called “John Kynge 
by West." probaly to distinguish him from another John Kynge, 
(either a Drother or a near relative) was an extensive land owner 
and died in 1524 leaving a will and known issue, William, Robert 
“Seconc sonne.” John. Emme and Elynor. 

William Kyzze (John, John) of Great Baddow, Essex, owned 
extensive jiancs in Burnham, Mayland ane Althorne and died in 
1570 leaving a will. He married Cicely , and had known 
issue, Thomas.* Abraham, John “voungest son," and Priscilla. 

His son Tiiomas Kynge has been indentified as that Thomas 
Kynge of Purleigh, Essex, who died in 1583 leaving a will. By 
his wife Anne. he had known issue, Christopher, Edward, George 
and a daughter who married Thomas Hastler. The son, George 
Kynge (Thomas, William, John, John) of Woodham Mortimer, 
Essex, died in 1625, leaving a will, He married (1st) Margaret 
, who was buried 19 June, 1597, and (:nd) Joane , who at 
his death is said to have married William Hasteler. He had issue, 
recorded at Cold Norton, Maldon, Essex. by first wife, Anne, who 
married Wittiam Vassal, son of John Vassall; and Mary. He had 
issue by second wife; Judeth, Frances, George, Judeth. Chris- 
topher, Thomas. born 24 February, 1613 “second son,” and Daniel. 

Thomas Kinge (George, Thomas, William. John, John) was 
that Thomas Kinge who settled at Scituate, Mass., and has left a 
long line of descendants. 

Robert Kynge (John, John) of Mych Baddowe, Co. Essex, to 
whom the above coat of arms was granted in 1562, married Let- 
tice Berrell, daughter and co-heir of William Berrell of Wryttell, 














* It is but fair to to state that there is some doubt as to the above traced an- 
cestry of Thomas Kinge of Scituate, Mass.. although no doubt at all as to his 
relationship in some way to the Kings of Mych Madkdowe.

The author inclines strongly to the belief that the tine of Thomas hinge of 
Scituate, Mass., runs as follows, viz: George of Woodham Mortimer: Tiomas 
of Purleich: Edward of Altharne; hie Kynge ef Andros (or Andrews, in Al- 
thorne, who died 1513 leaving a will, and he wi!! be glad to discuss the reasans 
why the first ‘ine of descent is doubtful and why the second is more logi¢a!, with 
any interested in this family. 
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Co. Essex, Gent, (although one visitations calls him of Wepstead, 
Co. Suffolk) and had issue William, Benjamin, Richard, Edmund, 
Francis, Lettyce, Mary, Elizabeth, Dorothy, Katherine, pd and 
Anne. He was in some way related to the Pynchin Family of 
Wryttyll, Essex. His descendants for four generations can be 
traced in pedigrees filed with the grant of arms, and appear to 
have owned large tracts of land at Althorne, Mych Baddow, 
Burnham, Purleigh, Southminster, and Chissell Magna, Essex. 

The next record of the arms of King of Mych Baddowe was a 
grant in 1587 toa Peter King of London, goldsmith of “azure, 
= bend between two double headed eagles displayed, or.” This 
Peter King is clearly related to the Kings of Mych Baddow, 
Essex, but as yet the link remains unknown. 


VII. Kine or BrackuHatt, Kinc’s Prior, HEREFORDSHIRE. 


Arms: “Quarterly argent and azure, in the.second and third 
quarters of a quarterfoil of the frst, over al) a bend barry of six 
of the second, charged with a quarterfoil also of the first and 
gules” 

Crest: "On a wreath of the colours a Lion rampant 07, gorged 
with a collar gemel azure and holding in the dexter forepaw a 
a trefoil, slipped wert.” (See Plate VI, No. 1) 

These arms are also given in the early Heraldic authorities as. 
follows:— 

Arms: “(Juarterly, argent and acure, in the second and third 

varters a mullet of six points. o7, pierced of the field, over all a 
bend, barry of six of the second. charged with a cinquefoil of the 
third and gules.” 

Crest: “A lion. rampant, or, gorged with a collar gemel azure 
and holding in the dexter forepaw a trefoil, slipped ce7Z.” 

This coat of arms is quite unique and resembles in no partic: 
ular that of any other family of “King.” It is possible that they 
belonged originally to some family into which the Kings of 
Blackhall married and eventually adopted the arms of the female 
side. 

The earliest record of the family is Thomas King, who was 4 
tenant of the Manor in 1477 and at a little later date an entry in 
the Manorial Court Rolls states that his widow did service at the 
death of her husband on her taking the tenantcy. He was the 
grandfather of John King (see below) and probably had issue, a 
son Thomas, for the church records show that Walter King, son 
of Thomas King was baptized there in 1539. 

John King (Thomas >, Thomas) of Blackhall, died 11 March, 
1588, leaving a wife Joan, and a son John, baptised 23 May, 1546 
and also many other children whose names are as yet unknown. 

John King (John, Thomas ?, Thomas) was baptised 23 May, 
1546, buried 27 June, 1620, purchased the Devereux Hall estate, 
past of the Manor of Blackhall, on_15 May, 1564 from Sir Walter 

evereux, Viscount Hereford, K.G. It was later known as Up- 
per House, or Devereux Hall, and was burnt down in the middle 
of the 18th Century. He married Margaret Vaughan, and set- 
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tled his estate by deed, dated 12 January, 1616, on his fifth son 
Henry, and left an annuity to his eldest son, having only three 
sons living at this date, viz:—Richard, Henry and Clement. 
He had known issue, Richard, John, William, Samuel, Henry and 
Clement, baptized 15 October, 1587. 

A pedigree of this family appears in the Visitation of Here- 
fordshire in 1683 but only applies to descendants. The line has 

been thoroughly traced out to the present time by Sir Henry 
’ Seymour King, of London. 

The King families of Staunton Park, Hereford, bear identical 
arms with King of Blackhall, but the Crest differs, being “A lion 
rampant bendy, ov, and @surc, supporting two branches com- 
posed of two roses, gu/es, and three cinquefoils vert slipped and 
leaved proper.” 

The similarity of arms would make it appear that this family 
had a common ancestor with King of Blackhall but the families 
are in no way related. 

The above arms were not granted this family until about 1836, 
when the last descendant bearing the King name died, and the 
line was continued by Rev. James Simpkinson, a descendant of 
one of the female branches, who assumed the name of hing 
upon succeeding to the estate of his uncle, James King. 

Sir Albert Woods, the then Garter King at Arms, made the 
grant under the belief that the family of King of Blackhall was 
extinct, and later regretted his error. 

The first given ancestor of King of Staunton Court was Peter 
King, buried 31 July. 1710, at Staunton-on-Arrow. said to have 
been a person of humble birth, who made a fortune by ventures 
in the East Indies. He had known issue, a son William, whose 
full pedigree to the present time is recorded. 


Kixc or Weston Patrick, HAMPsHirRE. 
Arms: “Or on a pale @zure, three royal crowns of the first.’ 


Crest: “An esquire’s helmet proper, garnished ov.’ (See 
Plate JII.) 


These arms are also unusual and it has been stated that they 
are identical with the ancient arms of Ireland. The use of a 
crown or coronet in King coat-armor appears to be confined to 
Oliver King, Bishop of Bath and Wells, Somersetshire, 1449-1503 
(see Plate [V, No. 1); to Gregory King of Litchfield, Stafford- 
shire, 1648-1712 (see Plate III), and to Richard King of Exeter, 
Devonshire (see Plate VII, No. 2). None of these arms have 
any great resemblance. 

The Hampshire king family is Sd ge to have been founded 
by John Kinge of Weston Patrick, Southampton, yeoman, who 
died in 1622, leaving a will. He appears to have had issue, John, 
Elizabeth, who married Mathew; Margery, who married 
Gregory, and Joan, who married (1st) Reve, and (2d) 
James Wither. 

John Kinge (John). called “the elder,” of Weston Patrick, 
Southampton, Gent, died in 1641, leaving a will which mentions 
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an ‘annuitie out of the Fishmonger’s Hall, London,” land and 
house in Alton, and six acres called Catses. He appears to have 
left issue, John, William, Joseph, Margery, who married —— 
Smith, and Joan. 

Nothing further has been gathered concerning his de- 
scendants. 


Kixc oF LircHFIELD, STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Arms: “Gu/es, a lion passant guardant, argent between three 
ducal coronets or.” 


Crest: “A winged dragon's head gu/es issuant from a ducal 
coronet, oy and ducally crowned of the last.” (See Plate III.) 


The first traceable ancestor of this family was Gregory King 
of Litchfield, Staffordshire, an accomplished mathematican and 
surveyor, who married (1st) Elizabeth, daughter of J. Andrew of 
Sandwich, Kent, and had known issue, sons Gregory, John and 
Thomas. 

Gregory king (Gregory), of London, was born 15 December, 
1648, at Litchfield. Stattordshire, and died 29 August, 1712, aged 
64 years, being buried in St. Benedict's Church, Paul's Wharf, 
London, where there is a monument or tablet to him on the east 
wall bearing the above arms. 

He was a well known antiquarian and herald, was clerk to 
Sir William Dugdale. Norroy King of Arms, in December, 1662; 
in service of Lord Hatton from 1667-1669. In this last year he 
returned to Litchfield where he taught writing and arithmetic 
and painted heraldic designs, signs and coaches. 

He was created First Rouge Dragon, Pursuivant on 24 June, 
1677. He married (1st) 1 July, 1674, Anne, daughter of John 
Powel of Firlev, parish of Forthampton, Co. Gloucester, and (2d) 
in February, 1701, Frances Grymes, sister of Richard Grymes of 
Southwark, bargeman, and of the noted Countess Dowager of 
Coventry. She is called on his monument Frances Graham and 
is also recorded elsewhere under the name of Grattan, but her 
real name was Grymes and her family was of obscure origin. 
The marriage of her sister to the Earl of Coventry created a 
huge scandal at the time, but was of great pecuniary and sociai 
benefit to her relatives. 

Gregory King had three children by his second wife, all of 
whom died young. In his will, dated 30 November, 1709, and 
proved 16 September, 1712, by his widow Frances, he describes 
himself as of the Parish of St. Margaret's, Westminster, London, 
and mentions his brother John King, long since deceased; his 
brother Thomas King of the Excise Office, London; his honored 
brother-in-law Thomas Savage of Elmly Castle, Co. Worcester, 
Esq., and the Right Honorable Elizabeth, Countess Dowager of 
Coventry, wife of said Mr. Savage, and Mr. Graham, brother of 
his present wife. He also mentions Marfiage articles dated 
18 February, t7o1, and directs that a monumental inscription be 
erected over his remains and that the expenses of his funeral 
shall not exceed over £130. He further mentions “the poor of 
Stow Parish in the City of Litchfield where I was born.” The 
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will is signed “Greg!* Kinge” and sealed with a seal bearing 
the imprint of ‘ta lion passant guardant between three ducal 
crowns,’ 

He appears to have been a man of remarkable versatility and 
an exceptionally learned Herald and genealogist, as well as a 
statistician of repute.* 


Kinc oF Barra, ABERDEENSHIRE, SCOTLAND. 


Arms: ‘4cure, on a fesse, argent, between a lion's head erased 
in chief and a mullet in base, or, three buckles erect gules; on a 
chief, evszize an imperial crown within a wreath of trefoils, both 
Lroper.” 

Crest: “A demi lion rampant.” (See Plate VI, No. 2.) 

This ancient King family was early settled in Scotland, for an 
old charter by the Prior and Brothers of the Monastery of St. 
Andrew, dated 1242, mentions a Robert Kinge of Aberdeenshire, 
who had beneficed the monastry and was at that time dead, 
leaving issue. 

Also in 1593, an Andrew Kinge was clerk and burgess of 
Aberdeen, and Chaplain of St. Ninian. 

Its most distinguished member was Sir James King of Barra, 
son of David King of Warbater Hoy in Orkney, Scotland, who 
was Lieutenant-General in the sezvice of Gustavus Adolphus, 
King of Sweden, and was created Lord of Eythin, by patent, 
Gated York in 1652. He died at Stockholm in 1652 leaving a will 
Dut no issue. 

A kinsman, Rev. William King, D.D., Archbishop of Dublin, 
was ason of James King of Barra. Parish of Burtie, Aberdeen- 
shire, Scotland, and removed to Ireland during Charles I's reign. 
He became Bishop of Derry, 1690, Archbishop of Dublin, 1702, 
and died 7 May, 1729, aged 83 years, being interred in the grave- 
yard of the parish of St. Mary Donnybrook, near Dublin, on 
ro May, 1729. 

The King family of Corrard, Fermanaugh and Dublin, Ireland, 
bear like arms as King of Barra, with the crest: ‘‘a dexter cubit 
arm, erect, holding a dagger in pale, all proper.” This crest 
differs from the ancient crest of King of Barra: “A demi-lion 
rampant, gu/es,” but the Irish family isa branch of King of Barra, 
Scotland, notwithstanding. 

The family of King of Campsie, Stirling, Scotiand, bear: 

Arms: “Azure on a fesse argent, between in chief a lion's head 
erased and in base two billets, er, three round buckles of the 
field.” 

Crest: “A.red-breast, proper.” 

These arms have enough points of similarity with the arms 
of King of Barra to mislead the average genealogist with the 
theury that the two families were related. This is exceedingly 
eS a le a Onn et Se Es ere eS

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doubtful, however, as the heraldic student will probably decide 

that mere similarity of name made the heralds, when they 

fares the arms to King of Campsie, embody in them the 
eraldic symbols of King of Barra. 

The line was founded by John King of Campsie, Stirlingshire 
and Levernholme, Renfrewshire, Scotland, who was a merchant 
of Glasgow, born 16 January, 1789. 

His descendants down to the present Baronet can be clearly 
traced. 


Kinc or Kirsy Muxtor, LEICESTERSHIRE. 


Arms: “Quarterly, first and fourth, saé/e on a cross, 07, a 
hand erect and erased of the first, for King; second and third, 
or, a chevron terf, between three castles gules, for Oneby.” 
(See Plate VI, No. 3.) 


These unusual King" arms do not appear in any grant or 
General Armory, but are given in Nichol’s Lescestershtre and it 
is somewhat doubtful whether they belong to King at all. 

A family of King, however, was early settled in Kirby, 
Leicestershire, for wills of John Kynge of Kirby, 1545, and his 
wife Agnes Kynye of kirby, 1547, are on file, hut neither appear 
to be related to Francis King. (See below.) 

It is a curious fact that the arms on the second and third 
quarters of the shield, attributed’to the family of “Oneby” 
should so closely resemble the arms on the second and third 
quarters of the shield of king of Mych Baddow (see above), at- 
tributed to Berrell of Wrvttell, Essex, viz.: '‘Sad/e, on a chevron 
between three towers avgent, as many fleur de lis, Or." 

The theory has been advanced that this Kirby, Leicestershire, 
King family originally came from Essex, but all proof is lacking. 
Although the pedigree in Nichol's Leicestershire, starts with 
Benjamin Kinge of Kirby Muxloe, Co. Leicester, he is clearly a 
son of Francis King of Kirby, Co. Leicester and London, Gent, - 
who married Mary Hall, and left a will dated 26 October, 1639, 
in which he mentions his wife Mary, eldest son Thomas King, 
clerk, and his children (names perieaicn): younger son Benjamin, | 
daughters Anne King and Mary Tookie; brother Thomas King 
and his five sons (names not given) and his daughters (names 
not given); grandchild Nicholas Cunliffe, son of my deceased 
daughter (Margaret); son-in-law Ellis Cunliffe,* "and his now 
wife; my sister's daughter Dorothy Nayler; brother-in-law Robert 
Hall of Heather. 

There is some indication that this Francis King may have 
been of kin to the King family of Beckenham and Bromly, Kent, 
in spite of the radical difference in the coat-armor, but such 
relationship has yet to be established. 

Benjamin Kinge (Francis), of Kirby Muxloe, Co. Leicester, 
was buried there on 1 April, 1681. He married (2d) November, 





* Alice King, daughter of Edward King (Henry, Jobn, Henry, Robert, 
Henry), of Bromley, Kent, married 9 June, 1691 (license), Ellis Cunliffe of 
Chiselhurst, Kent. 
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1646, Elizabeth Oneby, baptized 12 October, 1623, at Hinckly, 
and died 20 May, 1670. He left issue, Elizabeth, Frances, John, 
Benjamin, Thomas, Mary and Nathaniel; and his descendants 
can be traced to 18ro. 


Kinc or Lonpon, MipDLESEX. 


Aras: “Argent, ona pile acure, three lozenges argent, a mullet 
for difference, for ‘King’ impaled with argent, on a pale sable 
five horseshoes, or, for ‘Crisp.’ (See Plate VI, No. 5.) 

LeNeve in his Avstory of the Knights gives these arms as 

“Argent on a pale, &/. three lozenges argent, a mullet for 
difference.” The word “pale” is erroneously written for “ pile” 
and the word “8/" may mean é/uc, as the pile was actually 
colored azure in the Herald's drawing. 

The founder of this family was Sir Edmund King, Kt., of 
London, who was born in 1629, and died 29 May, 1709, aged 
eighty years. He lived at Hatton Garden, London, and was one 
of His Majesty's Physicians in Ordinary. He was a Fellow of 
the Royal Society in 1666 and knighted at Whitehall on 2 Feb- 
ruary, 1685. He was formerly a surgeon and made many 
interesting and important experiments in anatomy. 

He married on 20 June, 1666, at St. Andrew's, Holborne, 
Rebecca, daughter of Sir Nicholas Crisp, Kt., of London, and 
relict of Sir John Polsted, kt., of London. LeNeve in his 
History of the Knights, states that the above arms were “sett up 
over his door at his wife’s decease,” but no grant of such arms 
has been discovered and the coat-armor is quite unlike any other 
King arms. 

Kinc oF OxFORDSHIRE. 

Ars: “Per fesse guées and argent, three roses counter- 
charged.” (See Plate VI, No. 4.) 

The ancestral home of this family may have been Sedgehill, 
Co. Wilts, for these arms are found ona seal affixed to the will 
of John King of Sedgehill, Wilts, in 1743, and a King family was 
settied at Sedgehill as early as 1497. This family seems to have 
had extensive branches in Sherbourne, Motcombe and Shaston, 
Co. Dorset, where descendants flourished as late as 1800. In 
spite of a number of wills of these Kings the line bas. not as yet 
been traced. 

The founder of the King family of Sedgehill, Wilts, was John 
Kinge who died in 1497 leaving a Will in which he disposes of a 
large number of sheep, Cows, oxen, “arietes” (sic) and ‘mother 
sheep.” He appears to have married Alice , and had issue, 
William, John the elder, John the younger,” Elizabeth, Marian, 
Amisia and Alice. 

William Kynge (John) married Alice —— , and died in 1538, 
leaving a will, in which he disposes of a number of sheep, etc. 





* There are many instances of the naming of more than one chiid by the 
same name, sometimes thus distinguishing between the children of different 
wives. 
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He appears to have had issue, John, “eldest sonne;” Jobn, 
younger sonne;” William; Richard, “youngest sonne;” Ellen and 
Margaret. 

There is then a hiatus until 1596 when a Thomas Kynge of 
Sedgehill, Wilts, yeoman, undoubtedly a descendant of the above 
Kings, died, and left a will, in which he disposes of a lease of 
ees at Motcombe, Dorset, called Kyngesetles, and a lease of 
stocklane, He married Dorothy , and had issue, Jasper, 
John, William, Edward, Ellen, Alice and Dorothy. 

Jasper Kynge (Thomas) married and had issue, Thomas and 
ion who are mentioned in a will of Nicholas Goddard of Sedge- 
ill, Wilts, dated 28 November, 1618, and proved 4 March, 1619. 

The association of the name of Goddard with that of King of 
Sedgehill, Wilts, is significant in view of the alliance of Richard 
King of Stourton and Upham, Wilts, with the Goddard family. 
As yet, however, the pedigree of the Kings of Sedgehill, Wilts, 
is fragmentary and further searching may add-much information 
concerning this interesting family. 





KinG oF Loxnpon anp St. Atsans, HERTFORDSHIRE 


Arms: “dzure, a chevron saé/c, in chief a lion rampant, or, 
orientally crowned, in base an apple tree, fructed proper." 


Crest: “A dove argent, beaked and niembered gx/es holding 
in the mouth an olive branch ier/ and ensigned with a fleur de 
lis ov." (See Plate VI, No. 6.) 


The founder of this family was Jean LeRoy, a French Hug- 
uenot, born at Rouen, Normandy in 1548. He fled from France 
after the massacre of St. Bartholomew in 1572 and sought refuge 
in London where he married Mary Belier, daughter of James 
Belier, an elder of the French Church in London. 

He adopted the English name King soon after he reached 
London and died 11 October, 1615 in Lime Street, London, being 
buried at St. Andrew’s Undershaft on 14 October, 1615. He left 
issue, an Only son, John, born 7 August, 1504, who became a 
physician, and practised at St. Albans, Hertfordshire, and later 
at Aldersgate St., London. 

John King (Jean), married (1st) in 1632, Elizabeth, daughter of 
qobe Hale, of London, merchant. She died 15 January, 1636, and 

e then married ee on 22 February, 1637, Anne, daughter of 
Barne Roberts of Willesden, Middlesex, and sister of Sir William 
Roberts, Bart; she died 6 February, 1661. 

Dr. King was an active partisan of the Cromwellian party, 
and died 19 March, 1688. He took a strong interest in the gene- 
alogy of his family and compiled a manuscript record in 1677 
which is still in existence. He also attempted to have the above 
arms, which he claimed were the LeRoy arms borne by his 
French ancestors, allowed and registered by the Herald's College, 
but the Heralds refused to accept them as authentic. 

Dr. King had issue by his first wife: John, Richard. Mary 
and Elizabeth; and by his second wife: John, Anne, Samuel, 
a daughter, who died young, Anne, James, Asahel and Bethiah. 
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His son Sir John King (John, Jean), born 5 February, 1638, at 
St. Albans, Herts, became an eminent Counsellor at Law of the 
Inner Temple, and was knighted 1o December, 1674, bearing the 
arms:— 

“Azure,a chevron-sad/e in chief a lion rampant gudes; in base 
an apple tree fructed proper.” 

Quite a full pedigree exists of this family down to 1761, when 
the male issue is supposed to have become extinct. 


The following are the only two families of King, whose ances- 
tors rose to the Peerage: { 


Kinc oF Boye, Co. Roscommon, IRELAND. 
(Earls of Kingston.) 


Arms: Gu/es, two lions rampant combatant, supporting a dex- 
ter hand couped at the wrist and erect, argent.” 

Crest: “Out of a five leaved ducal coronet, ov, a dexter hand 
erect, the the third and fourth fingers turning down, proper.” 

Supporters: ‘Two lions per fesse, argent and gules, ducally 
crowned of the last.” (See Plate III.) 


The founder of this family was Sir John King, Kt., said to 
have been of Feathercocke Hall. near North Allerton, Yorkshire, 
but there are no traces of him in the records there, although he 
if said to have owned large estates in Yorkshire. He obtained 
from Queen Elizabeth for military services rendered, a lease of 
the Abbey of Boyle, Roscommon, Ireland, and from King James I 
Dumerous valuable territorial grants and several of the highest 
and most lucrative political ofices. He was knighted at White- 
hall on 7 July, 1609, and married Catherine Drury, daughter of 
Robert Drury, Esq., and grand niece of the Lord Deputy, Sir 
William Drury. He died 4 January, 1636, leaving issue, Robert, 
John, Edward, Henry, Adam, Mary, Margurite and Dorothy; and 
his lineal descendants hold the present Earldom of Kingston. 
The tradition of a Yorkshire origin for this house is singular, 
particularly as the arms are so different from the other families 
of King in Yorkshire (noted gocvtl ene from any of the other 
King armigers. (Baron King and Earl of Lovelace.) 


Kinc, oF OCKHAM, SURREY. 


(Barons King and Earls of Lovelace.) 

Arms: '“Sad/e, three spear heads erect, argent, embrued gu/es, 
on a chief, or, as many pole axes, azure, their edges to the sines- 
ter for King.” 

Crest: “A dexter arm erect, couped at the elbow, vested 
azure, thereon three ermine spots in fesse, or, cuffed asuy, hand 
proper, grasping a truncheon sad/e, the top broken off, the bottom 
couped of the third.” (See Plate VII, No. 1.) 

The founder of this family is said to have been Jerome King 
of Exeter, Devon, grocer and salter, whose ancestors are stated 
to have lived at Glastonbury, Co. Somerset. 
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He married Anne Locke, daughter of Peter Locke of Sutton 
Wick, Chew Magna, Somerset, who was uncle to John Locke, the 
celebrated philosopher. He had known issue, Peter King, born 
1670 at Exeter, died 22 July, 1734, at Ockham, Surrey. 

Peter pt (Jerome) was apprenticed to a grocer at Exeter, 
later studied law at Leyden, and became a counsellor at law of 
the Temple and Recorder of London. He was knighted at Wind- 
sor Castle 12 September, 1708, and later made a peer as Baron 
King. He published a book of divinity, was a fellow of the Royal 
Society, and Lord Chancellor of England in 1728. He married 
September, 1704, Ann Seys, daughter of Richard Seys of Bev..r- 
ton Court, Glamorganshire, Wales. She, as his widow, died rst 
February, 1;6;, and was buried at Ockham, Surrey. His descend- 
ant is the present Earl of Lovelace. It is a curious fact that 
Anne Kinge, daughter of William Kinge (John, John) of Iver, 
Bucks, later of Harmondsworth, Middlesex, married Richard 
Lovelace (Francis, Sir Richard, Richard of Hurley, Bucks) and 
had issue, a son John, who became 4th Baron Lovelace. The line 
of the Barons Lovelace later became extinct. There has as yet 
been no connection discovered between King of Exeter, Devon, 
and king of lver, Bucks, but the names of Lovelace and King in 
each family are odd coincidences. 


Kinc Famity oF Exétrer, DEVONSHIRE. 


Arms: “Saé/e, two flanches ermine, a lion rampant between 
three ducal coronets, or.’ (See Plate VII, No. 2.) 

Crest: ‘A lion’s head and neck sad/e charged with three ducal 
coronets or issuing out of a mural crown, argent.” 

The above arms were granted to Richard King of Exeter, 
Devonshire in 1691-2, but nothing has as yet been found concern- 
ing his ancestors or descendants. 


Kine oF Ware, HERTFORDSHIRE. 


Arms: “Asure, a chevron between three lions rampant or, two 
in chief, one in pale.” 

Crest: “A lion rampant holding a quill pen in its forepaws.”’ 
(See Plate VII, No. 3.) 

These curious arms appear in the Visitations of Hertfordshire 
and Herefordshire, contained in the Harleian MSS. Collections 
in the British Museum Library, and are indexed under the name 
“King.” 

It is exceedingly doubtful whether they belong to the King 
family at all, for the Visitation of Hertfordshire, Harleian Col- 
jection 1545, folio 88, gives “Clarke of Hereford.” 

Arms: “Argent a chevron between three lions rampant, ver?," 
and “Guiles, two lions passant guardant, or, within a bordure asure, 
a crescent for difference.” 

Crest: “A lion rampant, vert, holding a pen argent.” 

The latter arms probably belong to a family, name unknown, 
into which this Clarke family married. 
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The then Heralds furthermore made a marginal note on the 
MSS. Pedigree, reading “Arms doubtful.” The quill pen in the 
lion's paw in the crest undoubtedly refers to the office of Register 
of the City of Hereford held by John Clarke. 

The pedigree given, however, commences with John King, of 
Ware, Co. Herts, cooper, who died before 1601. He marned 
Christian, daughter of Thomas Croft, second son of Sir Edward 
Croft and had known issue, a daughter, Anne King, who married 
John Clarke, Recorder of the City of Hereford; and a daughter, 
Christian King, who married 30 August, 1601 (by license), Rob~ 
ert Simondes, Cordwainer, at Amwell, Co. Herts. 

No further trace of this King family has been found. 





The following King Coats of Arms, the origins of which have 
not been traced, are given for the sake of completeness, viz: 


KING oF BUCKINGHAMSHIRE. 


Ars: “Gu/es, within a border engrailed three lions passant, 
or.’ (See Plate III.) 

These arms were sometime quartered with the arms of King 
of Devonshire and Towcester, Northamptonshire by Robert 
King, First Bishop of Oxford, and then called ‘‘Plantagenet or 
King Ancient,” on the strength of the tradition of descent from 
the “Ancient Saxon Kings of Devonshire.” Such claim of royal 
descent for this particular King Family is absolutely erroneous. 
In a Roll of Arms of Northamptonshire, however, is given, 
“King of Newcastle. Arms: Ermine, within a border engrailed 
sable, three lioncels rampant, gu/es.' These arms are practically 
the same, except in color, as King of Buckingham, and this New- 
castle King Family was probably of close kin to the Buching- 
hamshire Kings. Burke also gives a King Arms “Argent, on a 
chevron gu/cs three lions passant guardant, or,” which are some- 
what like the above two coats. 


Kinc or LincoLnsuHiREe. 
Arms: “Gu/es,a chevron between ten crosses crosslet fleury, or.” 
Kixc.—Arms: “A fesse dancette between three eagles dis- 
played. sadle.” 
Kine (MiscELLaneous). 
Kinc.—Aras: “Saé/e, a chevron, ermine, between thrée fishes, 
argent.” 
Crest: “A demi-griffin, or.” 
Kixc (London).—Arms: “Sad/e, a chevron gues, between three 
salmons, argent. 
Kinc.—Arms: “Azure, on a bend argent, three fermails of the 
field. —(Another gw/es).” 
Kinc.—Arms: “Saé/e, a lion rampant, or, crowned argent, 
between three crescents of the second.” 
Kine (of Dublin Ireland).—Arns: “Azure, three lozenges, or.” 
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This last coat-armor is given in Harleian MSS., 1441, and 
would appear to be of ancient origin. ; 

A George King of Clontarf, who was High Sheriff of Co. 
Dublin, in 1606, and said to be of the same family as a George 
King, whose manor on Island of Clontarf, was forfeited by 
Cromwell in 1641, bore: Arms: ““deurc, three fusils, or.” 

The above arms appear to exhaust the heraldry of King, and 
the curious interuse of the same symbols by families of like 
name, but in no way related, is of little significance in tracing 
kinship. Among all these families only four American families 
of King can clearly trace their ancestry to England, viz.: King of 
Scituate, Mass., King of Lynn, Mass., King of Palmer, Mass., and 
King of Suffield, Conn., and only two American families can 
maintain their right toa coat-of-arms, Viz.: King of Suffield, Conn., 
and King of Scituate, Mass.

Page 5, line § The Correct blazon of the arms of Robert King of 
Co. Somerset ts: 'Sad/e, on a chevron argen/, three escallops of tbe first, in 
base a Cross pattee fitchcée of the second. On a chief or, a demi rouge dragon 
between two battle axes of the second.” (See Plate IT.) 

Page 13, line 20. The King fam:.y of Brunswick, Georgia, U.S. A., 1s 
descended from Thomas King of Hartlord, Conn., 1688, and not from Jobn 
King of Northampton, Mass. No document or record shows that Thomas 
King of Hartford, 1688, ever used, or had she right to use, a coat-of-arms.
